to the Oare; the third dio they tooke the towne of Cape Paul, 
which reſiſted from morning till foure a clocke in the afrernoone; 
in all which timeneicher rhere nor at Cape appeared one man el- 
ther for reſiſtance, or intelligence:they harrowed the Caſtle, rooke | 
all the Towers to the Caſtle of Guardell mare, and fo weltward,till 
they came to T itewone in Barbary, where the generall. rooke in 
fixty thouſand peeces ofeight for his accompt proper. And after 

- they returned for the colt of Spainz, as a terrour, and had done 
much moredamage to the Spanizrd, but they were. twice preven» 
ted by Engliſþ Shippes, they returned for Fs 2. and gave; Scala 
Francs to the Spaniards, who viſits their forlorne friends, and 
the unhappy men made ſpeRators of that place where they recei- 
vedtheir difaſter. In ſumme, good quarter was. performed co 
them,when atthe fine of 30, dayes returned to Argiere with accla« 
mations of joy of the inhabatants, all che houſe tops being coye=- 
red with womencrying Al/aluab, Allaluab, with falutation of Ca- 
nons and generall rejoycing of the people: it was now Offober,

' ment, chiefe of all other ſorts of Prieſts, a /nfiie whih « 
cuſtome they have taken from the 'Chriſtians, and has the title 
amongſt chem of an Arch-Biſhop, andis ofthe Arabian Nation; 
many other ſorrs of Prieſts are amongſt them; different to one 
an other, as their ſeverall habirs doe demonſtrate, which com- 
monly goes under the name of ToPops, excepring rheir Aſarabotes 
"eſteemed men of greateſt ſanfticie by the Arabiaxs, and the Der-

Tn1542.with Aly their Baſhaw they marched to the very gates 
of Fefſe, one of the moſt famous Ciries of Africa, and recurned 
having made compoſition, and received of the Citiz-ns for each 
day to each Souldier, as longas they had beene from Arprere, 
a Ducate aday: their officers advanced their reward as they were

from the farrebote, named Sedeabdelcadder, and called by them 
Antichriſtez 'and that fumptuous Cirie of Tremeſine, Merrop- 
polis of that kingdome, which Afarraboteby his conjurations, fo 
ſo Tefteeme them, and that with good reaſon, to bee Cunjurors, 
Charmers and Witches, did by his Art Magique many miracles 
whereby he beeame famous amongſt thoſe indocibl2 and ſuperſti- 
tious people: the Aſoores who flocked ro him not onely as the 
man that would defend them and that Kingdome, but alfo by his. 
extraordinary vertue and power,get more, and heaven for them 
alſo,rhey eſteeming him as the man of God, for ſo are they till led 
co beleevez the greateſt Exorcift wichchemis the greareft Saint. 
The Dxana of Argiere ſends out an Armie againſt him, confifting 
of —_ I and _ m_— Horſemen ; the T+-- 
mes and Bellagees Cirizens, with other ſuperſtitious le of 
the Citie lamented thar the blinde T «rke day. Teo 
intoan inevitable deftraRtion : the Txrks wives condoles their 
. husbands preſumption as to goe ro conquer fuch a man 
of God. The T wrke ſemper idem ſer forwards ; the Generall of the 
Army was a Colloly, and the man: thar {ince blew up their Caſſaba, 
they incountered this great Prophet, having with himan Armie 
of above 20000. men ; joynes barrel}, bur hisart failing,great num- 
© bers of his Souldiers flaine. In fine he was abandoned of all - 
his people,raken priſoner , the Algieres fleaed him alive, and Ruts 
fed his skinne with ftraw and ſent it fur 4rgzere, where it was cars -

Natives, and firſt inhabitants of the Citie of Tagerines, a people 
baniſhed Spaine by Philip the third; and Jewes, all which are but 
tenants at will co the laſt, and that is the Twrke, from whom is al- 
fo extrafted rwo other ſorts of people;one the Cololies their chil- 
dren Naturall, and the Renegaths, their adoptive Children, of 
which three ſorts ofmenare the Souldiers of | Argreres as for the 
condition and manners of this people, excepting that which 
tend to rhe vphalding of their tare and Common-wealth, 1 
meane their government Millitary, they are ſo depraved as they 
have no good Cuftome amongſt them, tor althovgh in all their 
dotngs, they begin with the firſt mover, if icbe bur in cutting a 
peece of bread,and that intheir way tbey w:(h and pray five times 
aday, andare very ceremonious in their Jaw; yer arethey inccri- 
gibly flagitious, they are ſayd ro commit Sodcmie with all crea- 
ures, and rollerare all vices; ſo their wc men for their parrs are 
molt impudent and a&diRed to all kindes of wpnzturallnefle, yet - 
Eng orert of money; they make no ſcruple of r-urder, neither 
of infants is.it enquired after: ſo on the contrary doth 1þe Soul- 
dier upon diſcoment,jeloufic,or Ciſflesſure, crt th6ir threates, 
throw them out at witdowes into the Sea, and in the open 
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' to ſay ſomuchas what haſt thou done. There isno Natarall: 
fromthe man tothe Wife, nor from the woman to her husband:; 
they marrie without ſight one of another, and their ayme and 
iacent onely iatreft: they buy their. wives, paying half their 
domriein hand, and the other upon divorce, for upon leaſt diffe« 
rence they turne awayeach orher : the man obleiges himlſelfe to 
maintaine his wife, with a 
he any wayes failes to performe,its frequentand legall the woman 
to abandon her husband, and that without ſcruple, although in 
their aboad together they have had many children,(liketo like as 
the Devill. aid tothe Collier) for they are as well rewarded in 
their children, whoſediſobedience is ſuch, that to defame and buf. 
fec themis uſance,and heir parents count it a favour to doe them 
ſervice: ſois the Few, a molt execrable people, and a like hate- 
full co all Nations; bloody hearted, living by defraudes, andnot- 
wichſtanding their knowledgeof the Law, are as diſobedient ro 
cheir parents as the other. There is yet another fort of peopleand 
they are Chriftians, whoſe caſe is tobe piled, that lyes'groating 
under the yoake of Twrkiſh ryrannie, who Martyr chem day] 
by their moſt conteſted, moſt inexorable, and unhumane cre 
ties, whoſe number and vertues were they armed, were not one« 
ly enough ro.maſter Argrre, but to make a finall conquett of all 
Africa; they are eſteemed to be 60000. truely Irhinke them little 
leſſz, for by common probabilicie, there being 16000. Gardens, 
and one with another, having a Chriftian, fome two, three, and 
foure, beſides ſo great a Number as are in the Cirie, put roall vile 
and baſe feryices, others thar goe to Sea, they doing nothing: 
that tends to labour themſelves, fo that it carries roogreat a pro- 
babilitie to be that Number: but thoſe chat I mult lament, and-.
